tribute today to the White House 
policeman. who died defending 
him from. assassins’ bullets. 


The Chief Executive and Mrs. 
Truman attended funeral services 
for Pvt. Leslie Coffelt. The 40- 

éar-old guard was fatally wound- 
ta Wednesday during the armed 
attack on the President’s home, 
Blair House, by two Puerto Rican 
revolutionists. 

Last rites for Coffelt—who, as 
Truman has put it, died “in my 
defense and in the defense of 
law and order’—were conducted 
in the chapel in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, across the Po- 
tomac river from Washington. 
Burial, too, was. in Arlington 
where’ many of the. nation’s 
heroes are buried. Coffelt was 
an Army veteran of World War II. 

One Assailant Killed. 

One of the assailants who tried 
to blast a way into Blair House 
to. kill Truman \fell dead in the 
answering volley of shots from 
the guns of Coffelt and other 
guards and Secret Service agents. 
The second Puerto Rican, wound- 
ed in the chest and now recover- 
ing, has been chargedgith mur- 
der of Coffelt. 

Two other White House police- 
men were wounded. Truman. vis- 
ited them in the hospital yester- 
day and reported’ they were: get- 
ting along fine.

MARTHUR IS SAID 
NOT TO BE UNEASY 
OVER KOREA EVENTS 


LONDON, Nov. 4 (INS)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur was quoted by 
the London Daily Mail today .as 
saying he is not uneasy about 
present military developments in 
Korea. 


_ G,. Ward Price, special corre- 


spondent of the newspaper, quot- 
ed the General as saying: 

“Beaten armies often make a 
last. desperate stand. This is not 
an Inchon in reverse. 

“What is happening now proba- 
bly is that a certain number of 
fresh troops are being used 
against us for. frontal banzai at- 
tacks. which have achieved some 
local success.” 

The United Nations commander, 
apparently referring to Commu- 
nist China, added: 

“The situation. would become 
serious if a foreign government 


intervened officially with all its 
strength. But I don’t believe that 
will happen. 

“The opportunity to give effec- 
tive aid to North Korea was at 
the outset of the war.”

RED CHINA PAPERS 


UPEN PROPAGANDA 
WAR AGAINST U.S, 


Tone of Attacks Viewed 

as Showing. Commu- 
nists Plan Full-Scale 
Fight. in Korea. 


HONG KONG, Nov. 4 (AP) — 
The Chinese Communists have 
opened the floodgates of propa- 
ganda and the ensuing roar 
sounds as if they intend full-scale 
intervention in Korea. 

Already the growing evidence 
that the Chinese have entered 
the Korean war to a limited ex- 
tent is causing uneasiness in non- 
Communist areas of this part of 
Asia. 

The feeling in this British 
crown colony on the edge of Red 
China is that the world is only a 
narrow step away from a third 
big war. 


Yalu River Power Grid. 

Most observers believe the 
Chinese Reds are worried about 
the Yalu river power. grid. This 
supplies electricity to much of 
Manchuria’s industry. : 

The Petping radio says it has 
received “thousands of letters” 
from writers “anxious to join 
their Korean neighbors in anni- 
hilating the aggressive American 
hordes” in Korea. 

Some Communist newspapers 

devoted more than half their 
front -pages to such expressions 
purportediy coming from the 
people. 
'-° They carry such language as 
this: “The war in Korea has 
ceased to be a Korean problem, 
for American imperialism in 
reality has stepped into the shoes 
of Japanese imperialism. We 
cannot reason with a man-eating 
tiger. .We: have every reason to 
unite against the aggressors.” 

Shanghai’s. Communist. news- 
paper, Liberation Daily, is quoted 
by the Peiping radio as . saying 
“The Chinese people are about 
to arise” in support of the Nort 
Koreans. $ ‘ 

Mass Meetings. 

Mass meetings are being held 
all-over China, it says, and peas- 
ants, students and teachers were 
volunteering their willingness. to 
fight. in. Korea. 

Observers recognize this as a 
Communist effort to condition 
their people for war. They be- 
lieve it sounds more like full- 
scale rather than limited inter- 


vention.

(The Eighth Army statement 
presumably means that the Chi- 
nese Red battalions in the north- 
west, while adequate to make up 
two divisions, may be only a 
casual grouping not fighting un- 
der regular divisional control.) 

Protest Up to Washington. 

High officers say any protest 
to Red China, or a demand for a 
declaration of intention, must be 
decided upon in Washington. 

The Eighth Army statement 
said only: 

“The Eighth Army confirms 
that Chinese Communist units in 
contact are in sufficient strength 
to be the equivalent of at least 
two divisions.” 

In the Unsan’ sector north of 
Anju the Eighth Army has con- 
firmed the identification of Chi- 
nese battalions through prisoners. 
These battalions totaled at least 
two divisions.

“We Can’t Cry Wolf.”

“Before we say we are fighting 
the Chinese Communist army we 
must be dead sure. We can't cry 
wolf until the wolves aré there.’ 

However, this top commander 
said one fact was certain. The 
enemy pushing back the Ameri- 
can and South Korean forces at 
Unsan and Won were fresh, well- 
trained fighting teams. They are 
not, he said, regrouped remnants 
of the broken and defeated divi- 
sions chased north from the Pu- 
san perimeter and from Seoul.

If North Koreans, these troops 
must have been trained in Man- 
churia and then brought across 
the border.

Ten 
North Korean Army prisoners are 
being taken for each Chinese. 

Chinese Come as Surprise. 

Front-line officers say the 
Communist enemy which cracked

which drove south from Seoul 
last June. 

Chinese Communist interven- 
tion was a surprise, Correspond- 
ent Leif Erickson reported from 
Eighth Army headquarters.

SNOW, RAIN GROUND 
AIRCRAFT IN TEST 
OF PLANE SPOTTERS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4 (UP)—Cold 
gave volunteer 
plane spotters a stiff test today 
in the opening hours of a two-day 
exercise to determine how well 
they could spot enemy bombers 
“attacking” the United States 
from the Arctic region. 

More than 150,000 civilian vol- 
unteers were scheduled to ‘man 
6100 spotter stations from the At- 
lantic Coast to the Rockies to 
identify planes overhead and 
spread the “warning.”

Distillers Products Corp.; Russell 
R. Brown, president, American 
Distilling Corp.; Simon S. Neu- 
man, president, Publicker Indus- 
tries, Inc.; John L. Leban, vice 
president, Schenley, Inc.; Ross 
Corbit, president, Hiram Walker 
& Sons, Inc., and Arthur D. 
Schulte, president, Park & Til- 
ford. « 
About 300 distillers and brewers 
have received a questionnaire 
from the Senate committee ask- 
ing about their officers, principal 
stockholders and distributors. The 
questionnaires sought opinions on 
“gangster infiltration at the 
wholesale level.”

Sheriff Thomas Callanan and Attorney Morris 
Shenker have been riding high in the Demo- 
cratic party of St. Louis since they defeated the 
new City Charter and swept the August primary 
with their candidates. One way to check their 
power is to elect qualified Republican candi- 
dates to some of the seven city offices to be 
filled at next Tuesday’s election. 

We do not believe that being hand-picked by 
Sheriff Callanan automatically disqualifies a 
candidate for office. But where the Republican 
candidate’s qualifications are superior or equal 
to the Democrat’s, the independent voter will 
tip the balance for the Republican as a means 
of combating concentration of power in a Demo- 
cratic machine whose present leadership has 
little claim to public confidence. 

Not all of the Republican candidates are quali- 
fied; in some of the contests the independent 
voter has no real choice. But we believe that 
the following Republicans are entitled to inde- 


_ pendent votes: 


William R. Orthwein, for City Collector of 
Revenue. An attorney, Mr. Orthwein was Sup- 
ply Commissioner under Mayor William Dee 
Becker, and earlier served as vice president of 
the old Kinloch Telephone Co., director of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and bankruptcy 
trustee for local hotel properties. He won nomi- 
nation as the candidate of a Republican Citizens’ 
Committee which opposed the “official” slate 
backed by most ward leaders. 

Mrs. Ruby H. Koelling, for Recorder of 
Deeds. She has held the position for eight 
years, the first woman elected to a major office 
in St. Louis. She is a Republican committee- 
woman in the Twenty-third Ward. She has run 
the office on standard political lines, but the 
service has been efficient and those dealing 
with the office appear to be generally satisfied. 

Erwin Stoecklin, for Clerk of the Court of 
Criminal Correction. .A Republican committee- 
man, he has held this position for the past 
four years, having previously served for many 
years as Deputy Clerk in this and the Court 
for Criminal Causes. His administration of the 
court’s business has been efficient and is highly 
praised by lawyers and judges. 

Under the proposed City Charter which was 
defeated last August, all of the city offices to 
be voted on next week would have been reduced 
in importance as political satrapies. The posts 
of Revenue Collector and License Collector 
would have been abolished, their functions be- 
ing taken over by an appointive Department of 
Revenue operating under civil service. The so- 
called “county” offices would have been brought 
under budgetary control of the city. 

Such a reorganization must remain the objec- 
tive of public-spirited citizens, but until it comes 
about the next best goal is to prevent a sweep 
of these vestiges of patronage by one party. 
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Unreasonable Limitation 

On Tuesday Missouri voters will have to con- 
sider Amendment No. 1, which raises a ques- 
tion of how to conduct elections. And the way 
the state conducts school tax elections makes it 
appear that there is something highly suspicious 
about the whole process of public education. 

However much our schools need money, as 
most of them do, they must win two thirds of 
the votes in any tax election. This special bur- 
den is not placed on city or state governments. 
Hence The Kansas City Times recently asked: 


Is educating children such a radical idea 
that the state must load it down with a big 
handicap? Is one voter against a school 
levy so much wiser that his vote should be 
worth the votes of two people who favor 
the levy? 


Under .Amendment No. 1, a two-thirds vote 
would still be required to raise school taxes 
above stated limits. But a simple majority vote 
could increase taxes up to those limits. That 
is a more democratic procedure, and it is com- 
mon sense. The amendment should be adopted 
next Tuesday. 
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A Chance to Play in Texas 

In response to a petition from the El Paso 
Chamber of Commerce, the regents of the Uni- 
versity, of Texas have lifted a rule which for- 
bade the playing of Negroes against white 
teams on Texas Western College’s Kidd Field at 
El Paso. The immediate reason for this was 
the cancellation of a football game by Loyola 
University of Los Angeles which refused to 
leave a Negro player at home. Thus, Western 
Texas was left with a big hole in its schedule. 

We would like to believe -that there was 
deeper thinking behind the lifting of the ban; 
that there was a realization that it is both inhos- 
pitable and unsportsmanlike to tell a visiting 
team that it may not use some of its players; 
that it is against the Constitution-backed Ameri- 
can tradition of equal opportunity to deny any 
young American the right to participate in a 
game, to deny him an education, or to deny him 
any of the rights and privileges which should be 
accorded to all citizens. 

The Texas regents, however, can scarcely be 
showered with compliments until they take at 
least the same stand they took at El Paso in 
connection with the state university and the 
other schools under their jurisdiction. Indeed, 
all-out congratulations might be withheld: until 
a Negro has a chance to play on a Texas team. 
But, meanwhile, the El Paso decisioh might be 
regarded as a step in the right direction. 
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Forgetful Memories 


Republican campaign orators who care more 
about election than about the truth are ignoring 
a variety of facts in their frantic effort to find 
voters who will swallow their line that the Dem- 
ocrats are handing the world to the Kremlin. 

They are crying that the Democrats spread 
Communism in this country. Yet what expan-

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- Labor Issue in the Campaign 

Senator Donnell and his Democratic opponent, 
former Representative Hennings, both have 
talked about the Taft-Hartley Act in major ad- 
dresses in the last f{.‘\ll week of the campaign. 
Senator Donnell defends the law for which he 
voted. Mr. Hennings opposes it and says that 
he will work for its repeal if he is elected next 
Tuesday. | 

Since the Post-Dispatch favors the election of 
Mr. Hennings rather than Senator Donnell, we 
think it in order to restate our position on the 
Taft-Hartley Act. It is in order also to say 
why, in the light of that position, we believe 
Mr. Hennings is the better choice for Senator. 

The position of the Post-Dispatch on labor 
legislation is recorded in these columns over a 
long period of years. We favored the Wagner 
Act of the first Roosevelt Administration as a 
means of giving organized labor a fairer break 
under the law. In time, we found that labor 
was, upon occasion, misusing its power. Leader- 
ship fell, in some unions, into the hands of 
In some others Communists took 
over. In some, a vindictive spirit prevailed. 
This was not true of all by any means and or- 
ganized labor continued to be a mainstay of 
our society. 

But to redress the balance, the Post-Dispatch 
supported the Taft-Hartley Act The law is not 
perfect and we have called attention ‘from time 
to time as to how, in our opinion, it might be 
improved. There is no need to review these 
point’ here. 

We support Mr. Hennings even though he 
calls for Taft-Hartley repeal because issues are 
relative. The Post-Dispatch believes that the 
role of the United States in world affairs is of 
more pressing concern than the argument over 
a domestic labor relations law. In short, Sena- 
tor Donnell’s vote against the Atlantic pact and 
his votes to cut the Marshall plan disqualify 
him more than any support of Taft-Hartley 
would qualify him. 

First things come first and in our judgment 
the first issue is America’s part in restoring and 
guaranteeing peace in the world. Here Mr. 
Hennings promises to be of much more help 
than Senator Donnell. 
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Now, Higher County Fares 

When the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion last June reshuffled county transit routes, 
one ostensible purpose was to rescue the finan- 
cially hard-pressed County Transit Co. As we 
pointed out at the time, the method used was 
hardly calculated to produce that result. The 
Public Service Co. was relieved of unprofitable 
streetcar routes, and the weaker County Tran- 
sit Co, took them over as bus lines. 

Now the Commission has granted a 90-day 
trial of higher fares for County Transit. It 
found, no doubt- correctly, that the company 
has sustained a steady and material decline in 
revenue. In the circumstances, there may be 
no alternative to a 5-cent additional fare for 
each zone beyond the first. 

But it is clear that the process of degrading 
the service and raising the fares is not going 
to solve the county's transit problem. The com- 
mission itself implied as much with its tearful 
bleat for a citizens’ committee “to come forward 
with an economically sound plan” for continua- 
tion of county transit operations. 
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Blue Ballot Test in Illinois 

Practically nobody in Illinois is against the 
Gateway Amendment. 

Both parties are for it. The Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association is for it. The Illinois Educa- 
tion Association is for it. So are the Illinois 
Association of Commerce and Industry, the Chi- 
cago and State Bar Associations, and many other 
groups. There is no organized opposition, 

Here is one election, the untutored might 
say, which the political forecasters should be 
able to predict. Passage of the Gateway Amend- 
ment would seem to be what is colloquially 
known as a lead-pipe cinch. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

The Gateway Amendment is intended to make 
the Illinois Constitution easier to amend, but 
in order to pass it must qualify under the exist- 
ing ground rules of amendment. It must receive 
a majority of all votes cast at the election. If 
four million Illinois citizens go to the polls next 
Tuesday, at least two million and one of them 
must vote for the Gateway Amendment in order 
to pass it. 

Because of that stringent ground rule, only 
two of 14 proposed amendments have been 
adopted by Illinois in- the last 58 years. The 
Gateway Amendment, which will be presented 
to the voter on a special blue ballot, proposes 
that future constitutional amendments shall be 
adopted if they receive the favorable votes of 
two-thirds of those voting on the proposition 
or, as at present, a majority of all votes east 
in the election. : 

Surely this is a reasonable amending process. 
Surely the Gateway Amendment offers a most 
conservative change. Surely the people of IIli- 
nois are in favor of it. 

But the Illinois Constitution will remain as 
practically unamendable as it has been for 
years unless the great majority of voters take 
the trouble to cast a blue ballot and cast it FOR 
the amendment. 

In this election, the Illinois voter is running 
a fast bout against his own disinterest in con- 
stitutional issues. May the gateway to a more 
democratic constitutional process be opened. 
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A Man Who Was Not Stampeded 
There is no better qualification for a State 
Senator than a good record as a State Repre- 


sentative. Able service in the more numerous 


body makes a claim for longer tenure in the 
smaller chamber. Such a claim can be made 
by Representative James Gray of East St. Louis, 
Democratic nominee for Illinois State Senator 
from St. Clair county.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch From Jacob Mark Lashly 
of St. Louis, Former President, American Bar Association 


The most important single instrument 
of democracy is the machinery of justice. 
Parties, witnesses and jurors are to 
emerge from their experience with the 
courts as contented citizens, with a re- 
newed pride in their country, or as 
disillusioned members of society prepared 
to embrace any perverted agency or “ism” 
which may be at hand. 

The key unit in operation of the courts 
is the judge. A good judge, learned, 
intelligent, conscien- 
tious and _ tolerant, 
will be _ able to 
achieve just and 
equitable results in 
his work, even with 
an inept and archaic 
system of procedure. 

If the institutions 
of justice in America 
are to maintain their 
reputations at the 
high level required gay 
in these times of 742% 
turbulence and con- 4, 
fused thinking, if d 
the courts are [0 Jacob M. Lashly 
make. an adequate 
contribution to the maintenance of respect 
for morality and public order, it is clear 
that the means by which concepts of right 
and wrong are made effective are in the 
first rank of importance. 

This foundation fact supports the struc- 
ture of the Missouri Non-Partisan Plan 
for the selection and tenure of judges. 
The plan is the most famous instance of 
successful bar leadership in America. 

The system of choosing the state judi- 
ciary by political elections is still followed 
in 35 of the states. The city political 
committees take over and select the nomi- 
nees. After that it becomes a question 
only of which party carries the election. 

This is known as practical politics in 
judicial selection. Quite obviously it is 
not democracy, The chance for an in- 
formed and discriminating electorate to 
control or even influence such choices is 
reduced to a small fraction. 

When, in 1940, Missouri. adopted its 
unigue plan by constitutional amendment, 
the American Bar Association gave its 
award to the St.. Louis Bar Association 
“for taking the lead in a state-wide cam- 
paign which resulted in the adoption, at 
the 1940 general election, of an amend- 
ment incorporating into the Constitution 
of the State of Missouri a non-partisan 
court plan embodying the principles 
which have been adVocated by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association for years. 


“In the opinion. of your committee (on 
awards) this was the greatest step toward 
improving the, administration of justice 
which was taken by any state during the 
past year.” 

Through ‘the previous years various ex- 
perimental measures had been employed 
to ameliorate the evils obviously inherent 
in the political elective system. Occasion- 
ally in circumstances of especially effec- 
tive campaigning with newspaper support, 
aided by the League of Women Voters, 
Chamber of Commerce and other aroused 
groups with civic conscience and pride, a 
limited victory would be scored, but the 
advantage and gratification of these spo- 
radic triumphs would invariably be eroded 
away in the organized and ceaseless grind 
of political interest. 

After a desperate and historic struggle, 
both in committee and on the floor, the 
1945 Constitutional Convention retained 
the plan substantially as originally written 
in the 1940 amendment. 

The plan is mandatory for the election 
of Judges of the Supreme Court, the three 
Appellate Courts, and for the courts of 
record in the City of St. Louis and Jack- 
son county. It is optional as to the Cir- 
cuit and Probate Courts of all other cir- 
cuits of the state. 

In the nine and three-quarters years of 
its existence, there have been selected 
under the Non-Partisan Plan four judges 
of the Supreme Court, four judges of the 
Courts of Appeals, nine circuit judges and 
one probate judge. A judge of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals now is in process 
of selection. It cannot be questioned that 
the appointees chosen have been men of 
satisfactory qualifications for these posts 
of high responsibility. 

It is equally certain that the judges 
surviving in office who were elected under 
the political system, relieved of the neces- 
sity of keeping up their political contacts, 
making party contributions and participat- 
ing in election campaigns, have been set 
free to improve their judicial work, They 
are making records on which their reten- 
tion in office is to be tested at the polls. 

But democracy is not ah automatic 
machine to be set in motion and left to 
revolve alone. It is a delicately poised 
mechanism of many intricate parts which 


.must be attended with constant care and 
skill. 


And the judicial branch is the most 
delicate part in the entire invention. 

Unless the voters attend to it at the 
polls, it cannot .be expected to’ run well 
or eventually to survive. Perhaps the 
——— Plan itself is running on its 
record.

From Constantine to Dante 
THE AGE OF FAITH, by Will Durant. (Simeon & 
Schuster,,2 volumes, $10; one-volume e@ition, $7.50.) 
George Clarke Sellery in the Milwaukee 
Journal. 


This history of medieval civilization— 
Christian, Islamie and Judaic—is the most 
inclusive and comprehensive single work 
on the period in English. “ Its 1196 pages ~ 
sweep in time from Constantine to Dante ° 
—A.D. 325-1300. It is clear as a bell, 
frank, tolerant, witty and interesting. 


There are two ways of handling such 
a topic as Moslem contacts with Europe. 
One is to postpone Moslem matters until 
there is a clash with Europe and then 
to give a retrospective sketch of the de- 


velopment of Islam. The other way is ~ 


to survey the history of Islam independent- 
ly, before the clash takes place. Each 
method has its drawbacks. In this case 
Mr. Durant has wisely chosen the second. 


The work has five main divisions or 
books: The Byzantine Zenith, Islamic Civ- 
ilization, Judaic Civilization, The Dark 
Ages and The Climax of Christianity.

In the chap- 
ter on the transmission of knowledge, the 
author’s history of the early universities 
omits the significant struggle of Paris 
against papal control and the friars. In. 
his chapter on the age of romance he ig- 
nores the argument of Jessie Weston in 
“Cambridge Medieval History,”, that the 
romances (written for the castle folk) 
were contemporaueous with—not later 
than—the “chansons de geste” (written 
for the pilgrims and the market place). 
Somehow, too, the author confuses the 
comical vernacular yarns. known as “fa- 
bliaux” with the animal stories. Montaig-. . 
lon and Raynaud’s work on the fabliaux.. 
would have saved him from that slip. 


I regret too that the author was taken 
in by Abelard’s story of his calamities into. 
believing that he deliberately planned, from 
the first, to seduce Heloise. Reginald 
Lane Poole’s “Illustrations” refutes Abe- 
lard’s blackening of his own character.

Everything else in the Truman program is essentially a warmed-over 
item from Franklin D. Roosevelt’s capacious New Deal icebox. Thus, 
the Brannan and Ewing plans ARE the Fair Deal. And in the Middle 


West, the Fair Deal has no defenders at all.

TAKE ONE EXAMPLE. When 
this reporter arrived in Indiana, 
he found Démocratic faces still 
white and Democratic, hands still 
shaking. It seems that President 
Truman’s Social Security Admin- 
istrator, Oscar Ewing, sponsor of 
the Ewing health plan, is a Hods- 
ier by origin. Ewing had let it be 
known that he planned to descend 
on his native state, to “help” 
Alexander Campbell, Democratic 
candidate for the Senate. He fi- 
nally had been persuaded to stay 
as far as possible from Indiana, 
but in Democratic circles the 
shock of this threatened murder 
of all Campbell’s political hopes 
had not yet worn off. 

Or take another example. The 
scene is a club in Chicago. Harry 
Truman's Senate majority leader, 
‘Scott Lucas, is making a campaign 
speech. He devotes the first two- 
thirds of his speech—although his 
tone is more in sorrow than in 
anger—to making it “clear” that 
he is dead set against both the 
Ewing and Brannan plans. In 
brief, the Fair Deal majority 
leader is spending much of his 
time campaigning against the Fair 
Deal. 


Or look at Iowa. Iowa was sup- 
posed to be the great testing 
ground for the Brannan plan. 
Democratic Senatorial candidate 
Albert Loveland, former Under 
Secretary of Agriculture, arrived 
in Iowa prepared to base his cam- 
paign squarely on support for the 
brain-child of his former chief. 
But in recent weeks he has been 
running from the Brannan plan 
just as fast as his nimble legs 
will carry him. In short, the Tru- 
man Administration’s only two 
original ideas on domestic policy 
have proved resounding flops. 
And the reason is obvious. The 
Brannan and Ewing plans might 
be exceedingly powerful vote get- 
ters in a depression America. In 
the boom-time America of 1950 
they simply have no political 
relevance whatsoever. Thus the 
Fair Deal, as embodied in the 
Ewing and Brannan plans, is hurt- 
ing Democratic candidates far 
more than it is helping them.

IF THE MOST IMPORTANT 
segments of the Fair Deal pro- 
gram are universally considered 
pure political poison by the Demo- 
cratic candidates themselves, 
what are the Democratic assets? 
You sense one answer to this 
question when you talk to Demo- 
cratic and Republican organiza- 
tion men. On the one hand, you 
find thoroughgoing professionals, 


men who understand the mathe- 
matics of politics. On the other 
hand you find enthusiastic, well- 
heeled amateurs, prone to forget 
that the very rich do not consti- 
tute a majority of the yoting 
population. Thanks partly to the 
efforts of Democratic Chairman 
William Boyle, the Democratic 
party is organized professoionally 
on a nation-wide basis far more 
effectively than it was in Roose- 
velt’s day, while the Republican 
party is still often run by busi- 
ness men playing at politics. 

Another Democratic asset is, of 
course, labor. The days when 
labér’s political effort consisted 
largely of party line pamphlets 
and propaganda are over. Since 
the CIO purged its Communists, 
and the AFL dropped its lofty 
indifference to politics, labor is 
more and more effectively or- 
ganized to get its people to the 
polls—which is the only kind of 
organization that really means 
anything: Nor is this true only 
in Ohio. AFL political boss Jo- 
seph Keenan, for example, has 
assured Senator Lucas that there 
are now 240,000 AFL men regis- 
tered in Chicago who were not 
registered in 1948, and that the 
great majority of these people 
will vote for Lucas. 

It is thus hardly to be won- 
dered at that every Democratic 
candidate in’ the Midwest, while 
eagerly abandoning the Fair Deal, 
has announced in favor of repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. But it. 
is also significant that, especially 
in the rural areas, Democratic 
candidates have been remarkably 
mouselike in supporting Taft- 
Hartley repeal. Organized labor 
is, after all, only a relatively 
small minority of the voting pop- 
ulation, and not too popular a 
minority at that.

THE FACT IS that the country 
never has been more basically 
conservative, as suggested by the 
rather comical response of the 
Democratic candidates themselves 
to the Brannan and Ewing plans. 
Thus, this year should be a year 
of Republican opportunity. Nov. 
7 will reveal whether this oppor- 
tunity has been exploited ef- 
fectively. But it is hard to es- 
cape the impression that the 
“anti-me-too” 


Democratic asset—fear that the 
gains of large voting groups un- 
der the New Deal will be can- 
celed out, fear of another depres- 
sion, fear of a suicidal return to 
isolationism in foreign policy.

Walter Haffner, reporting from 
Vandalia on conditions along the 
upper Mississippi near Louisiana, 
Mo., said a check of 45 hunters 
showed they got 95 ducks in 163 
hunting hours, an average of one 
duck in a little less than two 
hours. 

He said the shooting was fair. 
About half the bag was mallards. 
No geese were shot there. Lots 
of ducks were sighted. The nor- 
mal number of hunters were out 
in that area, but the water was 
rough, keeping some away. - 

At the Swan Lake refuge in 
Chariton county, Manager Herb 
Dill said 100 geese were shot and 
three hunting clubs got the limit 
of ducks. 
8000 ducks were on the refuge.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
A Government report said today 
the needs of children of Puerto 
Rico are “greater than for any 
comparable group under the Unit- 
ed States flag.” ‘ 

In that connection, Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Oscar Ewing 
said the territory “Seeds ‘ help 
from the rest of us” to give its 
children a good start in life. 

The report, by an inter-depart- 
mental committee phich Ewing 
heads, said the children’s eco- 
nomic, social and educational 
needs call for “extraordinary ef- 
fort on the part of ¢the. federal 

ernment.” aeg 
oeThe report took on added inter- 
est because of the recent upris- 
ings in the island of a Nationalist 
group, followed by Wednesday's 
attempt by two Puerto Ricans to 
kill President Truman. They were 
advocates of the independence 
movement. | 

Problems of Puerto Rico. 
“No conscientious citizen on the 
mainland can read about the tre- 
mendous problems of the people 
of Puerto Rico in meeting the 
needs of children without becom- 
ing impatient to help them get 
ahead faster and farther,” Ewing 
said in a statement. 

“What Puerto Rico em bee 
especially in the last ha ozen 
ae “s build more and better 
homes, schools, health and _ wel- 
fare services, recreation oppor- 
tunities and child labor protection 
adds up to an exciting chapter in 
America’s democratic struggle for 
the good life for all its people. 

“But that is not enough. With 
a child population larger than in 
32 of our 48 states, and with a 
per capita income less than half 
that of our poorest state, Puerto 
Rico needs help from the rest of 
us if its children are to have the 
good start in life we crave for 
every child under the flag of the 
United States.” 

. Conditions Cited. 

The committee noted the fol- 
lowing conditions in Puerto Rico: 

1. More than 84,000 families 
in 1947 were crowded into un- 
healthy slums, and the slum 
population was increasing by 
more than 2000 families a year. 

2. The maternal death rate in 
1948 was 29 for 10,000 live 
births compared with 11.7 in the 
states. 

3. The infant death rate was 
78 per 1000 live births, far 
above the United States rate. 

4. Malnutrition is serious 
among children, and they aver- 
age two years behind in phys- 
ical development compared 
with American children. 

5. The committee recom- 
mended that Puerto -Rico be 
given a chance to participate 
fully in all federal grant-in- 
aid programs for children. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment has the same responsibility 


toward the children and youth in| 


its territories as toward those in 
the states,” the committee said.

AMBOINA CAPTURED, 
INDONESIA REPORTS

Capital May Mean End 
of Resistance. 


JAKARTA, Nov. 4 (AP)—Cap- 
ture of the town of Amboina, 
capital of the rebel South Moluc- 
can Republic, was announced by 
the Indonesian government today. 

Vice Defense Minister Ali Boe- 
diardjo said it meant the end of 
months-long resistance by South 
Molucean troops on Amboina 
island. The fall of Amboina, he 
declared, “is tantamount to com- 


‘plete capitulation of the rebel 


; 


forces” who proclaimed their in- 
dependence April 26. 

Amboina island is one of the 
Moluccas, between the Celebes 
and New Guinea, where last 
spring rebels proclaimed a repub- 
lic independent of Indonesian fed- 
eral control. 

Central government forces in- 
vaded the key rebel island Sept. 
28. Since then the Amboina radio 
broadcast frequent appeals for 
Red Cross aid and for interces- 
sion by the United Nations. 

A U.N. commission in Indonesia 
last month offered its good of- 
fices for a peaceful settlement. 
Indonesia rejected these overtures 
Oct. 10, contending that the Am- 
'boina issue was a domestic one. 

The Jakarta government’s view 
‘is that the rebellion was brought 
‘on by failure of the Dutch to 
‘maintain discipline over native 
Amboinese troops of the former 
Netherlands East Indies army 
after granting Indonesia its inde- 
pendence. These troops formed 
the core of the. rebellion. 

The government has told the 
U.N. that it intends to give the 
South Moluccans an “appropriate 
measure of autonomy” when the 
fighting stops.

Views Valor 
In Korea War 
Wonders if Officer | 
Unafraid of Fire 

Died in Vain. 


By HAL BOYLE 

UNITED STATES EIGHTH 

ARMY HEADQUARTERS, 
Korea, (AP), - 
HERE are some men in this 
T world you meet but once — 
and they stick in your mind 
forever. 

Such a man, to me, was Lt. Lo- 
gan Weathers, a lean, tall young 
tarheel from Shelby, N.C. 

He had three qualities that 
should have sent him far in life: 
A robust sense of humor, a kindly 
heart and courageous leadership. 
But the first quality probably 
would have kept him from be- 
coming a general, he sometimes 
laughed at rank. 

The second quality can now be 
remembered only with a sigh by 
those who knew his kindness. As 
for his third quality—the bright 
gift of valor—it brought him med- 


death in a far country. 

The only day I ever saw him I 
didn’t ‘know the lieutenant had 
won the nation’s second highest 
award for bravery in the Second 
World War. He received his dis- 
tinguished Service Cross on Okin- 
awa by drawing enemy fire on 


then reorganizing a shattered bat- 
talion and leading it back into 
the attack. 


Valor in Korea. 


His sergeant told me about 
Weathers’s valor in Korea. They 
had come out of Chinju when 
that southeast Korean city was a 
milestone in a massive North Ko- 
rean drive to seize the port of 
Pusan in earlier days of this cam- 
paign. 

Weathers and several of his 
men were among the last to leave 
Chinju. They were in a column of 
Americans retreating towards Ma- 
san, in the direction of Pusan. 
| “T never left a hurt man yet,” 
the lieutenant said suddenly. And 
‘back into Chinju he went, with a 
‘jeep and a truck, to search for 
men lost from his outfit. 


He found none, and had to 
shoot out two machine gun nests 
and winch his vehicles across a 
blown bridge span to get back out 
again. 

I met him in a Masan hospital 
a few hours later, looking to see 
if any men from his company had 
been wounded. He told about the 
American retreat from Chinju in 
'a cool, intelligent and impersonal 
manner I have never forgotten— 
like a historian who recognizes 
‘the importance of an event but 
‘who can detach himself from the 
bitterness of the moment. 

I think it is a virtue that good 
soldiers have, as well as good 
historians. 

Praised for Heroism in Okinawa. 

On a road leaving the city I 
met the deputy divisional com- 
mander. 

When I mentioned having 
talked with Weathers the gen- 
eral said: 
| “He is a fine young officer. I 
pinned the D.S.C. on him myself 
on Okinawa. And it should have
